Company officials said as far as 
hey could tell all personnel were 
accounted for. About 200 men were 
vorking in the Institute p)ant ot 
t'ie Carbide and Carbon Chemicals 
Corp. about 11 miles West of here 
when a tank car exploded and set 
off a chain of four other blasts.
